The same may happen if a car hits yours 
For instance, a young housewife was sitting in the right 
front or “death seat” of her parked auto. A car came up 
behind and struck her car. ‘Since the seat backrest wasn’t 


neck stiffened. She consulted a physician, who found that 
a piece of the seventh neckbone (vertebra) was broken. In- 
cidentally, it didn’t heal, It was still broken 29 weeks later.’ 
The part of the vertebra that breaks in these whip-— 
lash injuries is the spinous process. This is the part ot 
each vertebra that you feel as a bony knob when you run 
your fingers along the spine. It doesn’t bear any weight 
and isn’t near the spinal bundle of nerves. ‘Muscles at- 
tached to the spinous processes help hold neck and spine 
erect.
